Aisne, and the third behind the Aisne. 
The order instructed troops along the 
Vesle to hold at all costs for the pres-

Allied plans in this sector are in the 
It is not now essential to 
our plans to hold the region between 
the Vesle and the Aisne. An attempt 
against determined German resistance 
would not be worth the taking at this 
stage. But affairs are going to shape 
themselves so that the Germans will 
go back of the Aisne when the proper 
time comes. | 

Yanks Improve Positions. 
It is entirely probable that the 
moves to be made on the Vesle line 
may be influenced by the outcome of 
the new allied drive in the region of 
Amiens. .In the meantime Americans 
are steadily bettering their positions 
north of the Vesle to be ready for 
what task may be given them to do. 
As our engineers clean up the terri- 
tory from which Germans retreated 
they continue to find hundreds of in- 
fernal machines of all sorts. The-fa- 
vorite trick ‘is to arrange branches 
of trees looking like camouflage in 
the doorway of a dugout so that when 
brushed aside they set off mines. 
Bombs of great strength have been 
found in rubbish piles which would 
nearly always be burned. 

Boards were arranged on areaways 
so that the weight a man would 
detonate the charge. In a number of 
instances a large number of big shells 
had been placed in pockets under the 
roads arranged so that the weight of 
a passing camion would explode them. 

Food and Water Poisoned. 

The most novel infernal device was 
an arrangement of barbed wire en- 
tanglements so that’ attacking troops 
would explode mines. Not only did the 
Germans leave their infernal machines 
behind but poisoned food and water 
also marked the departing trail of the 
hating Hun. 

These methods of Hun warfare were 
fortunately early discovered, thanks 
largely to previous experience of 
French fighters, and such effective 
methods have been taken against them 
that little losses have been caused to 
Americans. The following is a warn- 
ing bulletin issued to all our soldiers 
on this front: | 

“ Ruses, traps, and infernal devices 
are employed by the enemy during his 
retreat. Characteristic devices used 
by the enemy during his retreat be- 
tween the Artois and the Aisne in- 
cluded: | 

“First, within dugouts strings that 
were attached to branches apparently 
used to camouflage the entrance were 
attached to mines. Detonators in 
charcoal or rubbish heaps. Fuses con- 
nected with explosive charges fastened 
in stoves or fireplaces. Protruding 
nails when stepped on exploded mines. 
Shovels, picks, etc., apparently stuck 
at random into a heap of earth, when 
removed set off mines. A loose board, 
step, or stairway, when stepped upon, 
set off an explosion. 

_ Danger on All Sides. 

“ Second, along the roads, slight de- 
pression caused by the passage of vehi- 
cles would explode a detonator in a 
mine gallery under the road where 
150 or 200 shells were located. 

“Three, in barbed wire entangle- 
ments—wires concealed in grass ex- 
plode mines. 

“Four, -houses—intact houses re- 
maining among others which have 
been destroyed should be approached 
or entered with the utmost circumspec- 
tion. et 

“Five, stables. Mines were often 
found under bricks or tiles covered 
with hay, manure, hay fodder, etc. 
They should be removed with utmost

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 10.—Gen.

The Berlin Taeglische Rundschau 
says that events have developed rap- 
idly in Russia in the last few weeks, 
and that Germany must be prepared 
for the overthrow of the Bolshevik goy- 
ernment in a few days. 


British Plan Reprisals. 

In reprisal for the arrest at Moscow 
of Robert H. B. Lockhart, British con- 
sular agent at Moscow, and other Brit- 
ish officials, by the Bolsheviki, M. Lit- 
vinoff, the Bolshevik emissary in Lon- 
don, has been placed under police su- 
pervision, the Daily Mail states. 

Mr. Lockhart, six Britishers attached 
to his staff, and several French diplo- 
matic agents have been arrested in 
Moscow, says the Daily Mail. 

The newspaper attributes to the for- 
eign office a statement that there is 
no reason to believe it is true that 
the British at Archangel shot repre- 
sentatives of the soviet, and adds: 

“There was some shooting before 
Archangel incidental to the landing op- 
erations, but this could only have been 
in reply to shots fired at our forces 
by the Bolshevik forces. The arrest of 
Lockhart is, of coure, an act of hos- 
tility in international law, and will be 
so regarded by us. It is possibly a 
reprisal for our landing at Archangel 
an din the Murmansk region.” 


British Consul Also Seized. 

The Evening News says that J. O. 
Wardrop, the British consul at Mos- 
cow, was arrested with Lockhart. Lock- 
hart and Wardrop remained in Mos- 
cow when the diplomatic staff went 
to Archangel. 

British government advices, through 
Swedish channels, say that the rea- 
son given for the arrest of British 
consuls at Moscow is that members 
of the soviet government were said 
to have been shot at Archangel. 

The British government has de- 
manded the release of Lockhart, but 
no immediate threatening steps will 
be taken, «=. | 

Lord Robert Cecil, under secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, commenting 
on the situation, said: 

“If there was an organized govern- 
ment in Moscow, of course, it would 
mean war. But as there is no real 
government, no immediate’ steps will 
be taken affecting the Bolsheviki.”

“The policy of the Austrian govern- 
ment,” the statement says, “as re- 
gards Bohemia has reverted once more 
to police rule, as practiced during the 
first years of the war. For a year 
after the outbreak of the Russian revo- 
lution efforts were made to conciliate 
the Czechs by a pardon of their lead- 
ers and by a moderation of the oppres- 
sive measures against the press and 
the right of public meeting. Since 
this policy had no success, a régime 
of oppression has again been put in 
force.” —

Rifles Surprise to French. 


The French who were in support of 
the Fifth and at one time thrown into 
the line could not and cannot today 
grasp the rifie fire of the men. That 
men should fire deliberately and use 
their sights, and adjust their range, 
was beyond their experience. 

The rifle fire certainly figured heav- 
ily in the toll we took, and it must 
have had a telling effect on the morale 
of the Boche, for it was something 
they had not counted on. As a matter 
of fact, after pushing back the weak- 
ened French and then running up 
against a stone wali defense, 
were literally up in the air and more 
than stopped, We found that out later 
from prisoners, for the Germans never 
knew we were in the front line when 
they made that attack. They were 
absolutely mystified at the manner 
in which the defense had stiffened up 
until they found that our troops were 


through and our line was to become 
the front line. 

In the meantime to close a gap be- 
tween us and the Fifth we had put 
three of our reserve companies into 
line on the left, and that afternoon the 
Sixth held a front of seven kilometers

Box Seat at Attack. | 

We had dropped back from our too 
close to nature P. C. and installed our- 
selves in a house in,La Vole Chatel, a 
little village between Champillon and 
Lucy-le-Becage.

7 PEACE APPROACHES. 

Tm England there is a party which persistently 
urges peace advances to Germany. The Nation 
and the Manchester Guardian seem to be its prin- 
cipal mouthpieces and its chief assumption is that 
German and Austrian statesmen have tried re 
peatedly to make peace overtures, but have been 
ruthlessly rebuffed by the allied governments. 

This seems to us a grotesquely topsy turvy view 
ef the situation, having the same source as the 
pacifism which before the war was 4ll for keeping 
the peace by keeping helpless to make war. The 
Emperor Carl's letter, the various ambiguous pro- 
mouncements of various foreign secretaries, the 
_feichstag majority terms, promptly kicked im the 
@iscard as soon as the collapse promised 
military success in the west, all] this is feverishly 
built into the theory that Germany has been ready 
for months to make a “ reasonable peace.” | 
_ Now that President Wilson, whom at first it 
extolled, has confessed himself thoroughly “ dis- 
iNusioned ” as to German good faith and has faced 
the necessity for military victory as an essential 
te an endurable peace, the Nation’s enthusiasm 


America should put her terms too high. 

Certainly neither Mr. Wilson nor the American 
people want to make war a minute longer than is 
mecessary to insure the sort af peace we can ac- 
cept as worth the price the allies and ourselves 
have paid. But the British peace group, if it ex- 
pects to impress us, must bring forward some- 
thing which common sense will accept as evidence 
that there is really a party or a body of opinion, 
capable of controlling German policy, which has 
im gqod faith any desire to make the sort of peace 
we are after. What is the use of nibbling at the 
disappearing diplomatic bait of the Wilhelmstrasse 
when all the weight of evidence in Germany’s acts 
and the whole temper of German intellectual lead- 
ership points one way? Why does the Nation give 
so little weight t6 a body of evidence, which has 
iterally forced itself upon pacific America, reluc- 
tant es we were to resort to the extremity of 
bloodshed or to involve ourselves in the complex 
ef Buropean relations? : 

‘What, for example, does the compromise group 
make of the following specimen of the German 
code? It is Prof. Meinecke, a historian, writing in 
the Neve Rundschau of June, and he finds the 
approval of the Cologne Gazette: 

“The ban of trench warfare, which for so long 
has hampered our speculations, has been broken. 
‘We might be able—this would doubtless be the 
highest attainable military success—by a series of 
tremendous battles and breaks-through in the 
course of the summer, to force the English and 
American armies to evacuate the continent and to 
leave France to our superior poWer. If England 
TE iar cactaee tmodanctven Goternsinet, 
to prolong the war indefinitely, as a pure naval 
and blockade war, we should, if we are in a posi- 
tion to break the stubbornness of France by force, 
have no further political reason to spare her, for 
there is no prospect of her becoming a possible 
ally. Improvement of the Vosges frontier and an- 
nexation of the ore basin of Briey would then be 
demands which can doubtless be reconciled with 
reasonable and moderate (sic) statesmanship. 
“Tf, on the other hand, England and America, 


for a general peace, we should have to consider our 
conditions against France in a different light. 
Doubtless we should then possess against England 
the pressure not only of the continued submarine 
war, but also of the menace to Egypt and Meso- 
potamia by the masses of troops which we should 
have free. On the other hand, England and Amer- 
foa would possess the pressure of the continued 
blockade war. On both sides there will then be a 
careful calculation of what can be gained or lost 
by a continuation of the war. We should have a 
longer lever than at the time of our peace offer. 
But fteason must on both sides recommend a com- 
promise peace.” “ee 
What is the use of trying to talk terms with a 
nation in that state of mind, unless we are beaten, 
which we are not? True, one professor does not 
make a nation, but this sort of talk is all through 
intellectud] Germany and !t is backed by German 
arms. Perhaps we shall have a change of tone 
now, as hitherto whenever German fortunes fell, 
but we shall be greater fools than we think we 
are if we yield to it. The cost to civilization of a 
prolonged war, we realize, will be heavy, but the 
allies can go on awhile yet, and longer than Ger- 
many, rather than accept the terms that Prus- 
sianism would exact. When Germany, the in- 
vader and destroyer, is ready to talk peace, let her 
speak in terms unconquered peoples will hear 
‘with patience. She has not yet done so. Until 
she does the bleatings of the peace group seem to 


us contemptible. 


- THE SOLDIER VOTE. 
Intelligent concern regarding the soldier vote 
recognizes all the difficulties in the way of taking 
it, and for that reason, although intensely inter- 
ested in such a probiem as the abstraction of so 
large @ part of the electorate from important de- 
cisions, Goes not grow demagogic. 

We can imagine decisions of the greatest tm- 
portance to the republic which might need, for 
their eafe determination, the weight of the soldier 
“Vote. It is not a small thing to deduct from' the 
veting population so large a body of voters as is 
represented in the army in France. 

Such @ deduction might be equivalent to a de 
cision. The matter is weightier because upon cer- 
tain questions it may be rationally assumed that 
the evldier vote is the sanest vote tn the United 
States. It has had the greatest experience. It may 
‘haw, the soundest judgment. To eliminate this 
experience and this judgment from American po- 
lttea] decisions might have a profound effect upon

MILITARY HISTORY IN COLLEGES. 
Most if not all of the leading American univer. 
sities and colleges have established courses in 
military science. Primarily this is a measure of 
war emergency, to assist or supplement our regular 
officers’ training camps and hasten the preparation 
of an adequate officers’ corps for our rapidly ex- 
What will happen to these courses after the war? 
That will depend upon what scope and nature our 
system of defense is. If we collapse into pacifism 
and unpreparedness, as after all our other wars, 
doubtless these courses will lapse. If we have a 
system of universal military training they can be 
very usefully articulated with that system. 

But in any event we devoutly hope that military 
history, especially our own, will never again be 
ignored by our collegiate education. If Gen. Up- 
ton’s “ History of Our Military Policy” had been 
made the basis of a short course in «ll our col- 
leges, there would have been an intelligent public 
opinion back of the preparedness movement, which 
it deplorably lacked up to the outbreak of the 
European war. The nation was defenseless, but 
our educated classes, including our leaders of pub- 
lic thought and action, were ignorant of the lessons 
of our natural experience and ignorant of military 
values or the progress of military science. 

Yet knowledge of the essentials of national de- 
fense is one of the basic requirements of intelligent 
democratio citizenship. We have neglected it and 
we are paying for it—not so high a price as we! 
may yet pay if we continue to negiect, but high 
enough, we hope, to warn us effectually. Our col- 
leges ought to provide and insist upon a certain 
citizen knowledge, and knowledge of what defense

Now that ft has been proven that no 
one need have typhoid ¢qvery one is in- 
terested in knowing enough about the 
disease to enable him protect him- 
self. The typhoid llus is closely 
akin to the colon badillus. It does 
not thrive anywhere except in the hu- 
man animal. Outside the body it dies 
off after a short time. It cannot live 
in ordinary drinking water for as long 
aga month The city of London de- 
pends largely on storing for a month 
to make its river water supply safe. 
The bacillus lives even a shorter time 
in sewage. i 

In the case of drinking water the bacil- 
lus is killed by sunlight, air, and a gen- 
eral unsuitability of its surroundings. 
In the case of sewage it is killed off by 
other organisms in addition to the fac 
tors which destroy it in drinking ‘ater. 
The length of life of bacilli in ice is 
also short. It has been proven that 
when typhoid bacilli are frozen in ice 


them are dead in a month or two. Ice 
that is five months old is reasonably 
certain to be free from typhoid bacilli. 

In some communities the bulk of, the 
typhoid is due to polluted water; in 
other places to milk; in still others to 
contact with cases or carriers of typhoid; 
in some, files are the chief factor re- 
sponsible for spreading the disease. 
Oysters and vegetables are responsible 
for some cases. The bacilli enter the 
human body by way of the mouth, If 
enough of them are present some will 
get through the stomach without being 
killed, altkough the stomach juice is 
destructive to most of them. 

In the intestines they multiply. They 
enter the intestinal wall in the lower 
end of the small intestine, producing 
typhoid ulcers. Mose of these are lo- 
cated in certain lymph glands called 
| Peyer’s patches. About ten days’ time 
is required for the bacilli to travel 
down the intestines, enter the Peyer's 
patches, and get the stage set for the 
fever. This is known as the incubation 
period, 

—— 


In finding out where a severe infection 
was contracted the customary method is 
to fix as nearly as possible the first day 
of illness and then to count back ten 
days to find the day on which the in- 
fection occurred. The water, milk, vege- 
tables, oysters, and all other food in- 
gested for a day or two before and 
the same length of time afterward 
should be investigated. Likewise the 
places where meals were eaten, the cooks 
and waiters preparing the meals, and 
the general sanitary conditions should 
be investigated. 

About the time the fever starts ty~ 
phoid bacilli are found in the blood, The 
fever starts with slight afternoon 
rise. The mext day there is a sligut 
morning fever, and a higher afternoon 
rise. During the first week the fever 
rises higher each day by steps; general 
aching, tire, a no-account feeling, and 
occasionally nese bleed are symptoms. 
The symptoms which cause suspicion of 
typhoid are tire, aches, and slowly rising 
fever... When the physician is called 
he may draw a little blood and make a 
diagnosis by blood culture or he may 
postpone his diagnosis for several days. 

During the second week the fever is at 
its height. The morning temperature is 
almost as high as that of the afternoon. 
The tongue is red and pointed. About 
this time it is possible to get a positive 
Widal. The Widal test is made with a 
drop of dried blood. This is dissolved 
and added to a culture of typhold bacilli. 
If the disease is typhoid fever the bacilli 
are clumped and made inactive by the 
blood that has been mixed with them. 

The following is the significance of 
these facts about the blood in typhoid 
fever: The blood of a man subpject to 
typhoid has no power to destroy the 
bacilli of that disease. Soon after the 
bacilli get into Peyer’s patches they en- 
ter the bloodstream dnd are carried to 
all parts of the body. At this time they 
get on in the blood about as well as 
anywhere else. The blood begins to 
change gradually. By the end of a week 
it is able to clump and make quiet all 
of the bacilli contained in it. By the end 
of about three weeks this bacillus de- 
stroying substance is strong enough to 
kill all the bacilli anywhere in the body 
except those present in the gal] bladder 
and the kidneys. In some cases live 
bacilli persist in these two locations for 
weeks and in a few ceses for years after 
the fever has terminated. During the 
third week of the disease the morning 
fever gets lower each morning until! It 
becomes normal! and the afternoon fever

Another proposed change in the treat- 


. ment consists in feeding patients more 


ifberally, In the olden days typhoid pa- 
tients got practically no food éxcept milk, 
By the end of the attack the patient was 
worn to a skeleton. He was very weak as 
well as emaciated. Now typhoid patients 
are fed much more liberally. In conse- 
quence, they do not waste greatly in flesh 
nor lose much strength. The feeding 
treatment has reduced the death rate 
somewhat, but it has very greatly re- 
duced the period of convalescence. The 
recovered typhoid patient is back to “ his 
old self” weeks earlier than under the 
old method. 

But this more Ifberal feeding must be 

carried out by some one who knows how. 
Harm will result if the liberal feeding 
policy is construed as meaning license 
to feed any food that the family may 
want to feed during the illness or that 
the convalescent patient may crave. 
There are physicians who hold that the 
liberal feeding plan, while all right in 
well organized hospitals with specially 
trained nurses, should not be attempted 
in homes, not even when an ordinary 
nurse is In charge of the patient. Such 
cases, they say, should stick to the milk 
diet. 
Another change prevents the diarrhoea, 
formerly so marked as a symptom of 
typhoid fever, by cleaning out the bowels 
and keeping them clean. At the begin- 
ring of the attack purgatives are taken 
and repeated until the intestines are 
cleared of everything but milk débris. 
After that the lower part of the large 
bowels is washed oyt each day by a plain 
water enema. ,

In the first six months of 1918 there 
were 17 deaths from typhoid among the 
2,600,000 people in Chicago. The number 
of cases of the disease reported was 92, 
though it was probably nearer 255. The 
number of deaths in 1917 was 42, and the 
number of cases reported was 347. This 
rate is about one-hundredth of the rate 
which prevailed twenty-five years ago, 

A good way to learn what to do to 
prevent typhoid fever is to find out what 
that city has done during the last twen- 
ty-five years to bring about this al- 
most unbelievable improvement. 
drinking water has been made safe. 
Practically no lot wells are in use. 
Every one is required to use city water. 
No sewage is allowed to be discharged 
into the lake near enough to the cribs 
to pollute the water supply. The sew- 
ers formerly drained into the lake. This 
sewage now runs in another direction. 
Boats are not allowed to pollute the 
waters near the lake. The sewage pro- 
duced by the crib crews is incinerated. 

But not all of these precautions were 
enough to make water supply that was 
wholly free from hazards. Breaks of 
one sort or another fn the plan for con- 
trol of the water at the cribs would 
occur. In times of low pressure the wa- 
ter pipes within houses would sometimes 
suck sewage from the toilet room sewer 
pipes. To obviate the harm from such 
breaks the water is treated with chlorine, 
the amount varying from one to two 
parts per million, according to the qual- 
ity of the water. This amount of chlo. 
rine does not impart a disagreeable taste 
to the water and it materially lowers 
the hazards from its use. Most cities 
now have a reasonably safe water sup- 
ply. If the supply is not otherwise 
made safe the authorities commonly use 
chlorine, 

But a considerable amount of typhoid 
is fed into Chicago by drummers who 
pick up typhoid in their travels, by 
automobilists who who become infected 
while on tour, by vacationists who dur- 
ing their vacation periods drink water 
from the. water supplies of small resort 
cities, some of which have badly pol- 
luted water supplies; from country ho- 
tels, many of which use water from 
badly polluted lakes; from farm wells, 
many of which are located near privies 
and barnyards and are therefore pol- 
luted by organic matter, and in just 
the right condition for infection by ty- 
phoid; from clean mountain and woods 
streams, doubly dangerous because they 
look so nice and safe.

The wisest policy for the drummer, the 
tourist, and the vacationist, is to be vac- 
cinated against typhoid. Vaccination 
consists in taking three hypodermic in- 
jections of vaccine. The injection is 
given at intervals of ten days. Three 
weeks elapse between the first and 
third injections, For one day after one 
of these injections the person injected 
may féel achy and generally no-account 
and may have a fever of 8 or 4 degrees, 
but that is the limit of the inconvenience 
caused, During the last four years per- 
haps 40,000,000 people have been vac- 
cinated. About 80,000,000 of these were 
soldiers and sailors under cl ob- 
servation.

TEACHING AMERICANISM. 


Princeton, Ind., Aug. 1.—{Editor of 
The Tribune.}—Your editorial, “ School 


Books and Americanism,” was both time- 
ly and suggestive. The subject of it 
should not be permitted to rest until 
‘there shall be brought forth in this coun; 
try a system of historical education that 
will instill into the minds of the young a 


sense of the truth In respect to the past, 
a spirit of sincere appreciation of our 
institutions and a patriotism founded 
upon an understanding of that which thé 
race has achieved. ’ 


Perhaps, the greatest disadvantage of 
our present system is the degree of 
prejudice against England that is in- 
culeated in the minds of our children 
by false and injudicious teaching. In- 
stead of living in a lifelong state of 
prejudice and ill will toward the mother 
country, our children should be taught 
to appreciate the freedom loving nature 
of the English people, and to realize 
that, notwithstanding the quarrel which 
separated us from the mother country, it 
is from the persistent struggles of the 
English people that our liberties are de- 
rived, and that it is by them that the 
foundations of our form of representa- 
tive government have been acquired. 

Instead of the prejudice breeding and 
not altogether truthful books that we 
place in the hands of our boys and girls, 
it has occurred to me that some man 
should be found in this country with a 
mind big enough to produce for the 
young a book delineating the constitu- 
tional history of the United States in 
simple form. It should trace the rise and 
development of the parliament and of 
representative government. What pro- 
portion of the people of the United States 
really know what representative govern- 
ment is? How many of them appreci- 
ate its.advantages? , 

The book should show the source of 
each of our fundamental institutions, 
why and whence they were derived and 


should implant in the mind of the young 


the reason that each of them has been 
embalmed in our constitutions. 

How many of the graduates of our 
common schools know anything of the 
history of the first fourteen amendments 
of the constitution of the United States? 
They are taught neither the annals of 
the struggles of the English people 
which established their principles as the 
foundation of American liberty, nor why 
the fathers, and the generations that 
have succeeded them, have made them a 
part of our fundamental law. 

If our children grow up in ignorance 
of these great matters, how can they be 
expected to appreciate the need of pre- 
serving them? Patriotism is not mere 
worship of the flag. It must have. its 
root in the things that the flag stands 
for, and these things are to be found 
in the history of the race.

omist, sees an entirely different outcome. His views are 
as reassuring as those of Dr. Le Bon are disquieting. Also 
much more In line with practical common sense. He holds 


that the war will not result in the bankruptcy of the bel- 


ligerent states; that the destruction of wealth, about which 
so much is said and feared, will be of negligible importance. 
The loss will be offset by vast improvements in all indus- 
trial and commercial frocesses, made necessary for the 
carrying on of the war on so vast a scale. The enormous 
monetary inflation incident to the war, and the free dis- 
counting of the future through government credits, appear 
to Lieut. De Tarde as stimulants of activity and wealth 
creation. | 

In fact, he believes that the augmentation of wealth by 
reason of the war will enable the taxpaying masses of the 
workers to bear their burdens with comparative ease. His 
only worry is for the coupon clippers who bought their 
bonds, mortgages, and rental properties prior to the break- 
ing out of the war. Their incomes, being fixed at rates 
eens Fre Se eeneens Sty tnipetees, must remain as 
before, 

The old capitalists, and not the workers and savers who 

have bought the war debts and Liberty loans, will have to 
pay the interest and redemption moneys to liquidate the 
debts of the great war, The maintenance of prices on the 
war level seems to De Tarde an inevitable concomitant of 
the peace that is coming, but instead of regarding this as 
unfavorable he conceives that it affords what amounts to 
an automatic method of liquidation. Its necessary effect 
will be to compe! capitalists of the old bond list to bear a 
major part of the national charges of the future or else to 
shift their capital into new productive activities. In this 
way they will contribute to the restoration of general 
wealth and at the same time avoid some of the penalty 
which the author sees falling on those who in the past 
have waxed fat from the “unearned increments” vel ‘80 
clety. 
Lieut. De Tarde ts extremely skeptical as to the working 
out of Dr. Le Bon’s idea of an individualistic reintegration; 
he does not fn the least believe that the states will consent 
to give up any of the powers that have been usurped or 
granted as war measures, In fact, he says, it is virtually 
impossible to discover in the whole course of history any 
case in which the people, represented by the state, have 
relinquished rights over property and privilege when once 
they had been taken in the course of war. 

He dismisses entirely the possibility of a return to the 
individualistic régimé, giving complete assent to the prin- 
ciple of President Poincaré: “We must think of things, 
for the future, under the category of society, just as in the 
past we have thought of them in their relations to time and 
space.” | 

The sacredness of private property, in Lieut. De Tarde's 
view, has lost all its hold on the public mind by reason of 
the superior importance of national] necessities. He looks 
ahead to the coming régime in which tenure of property 
will be assured only by beneficial use for humanity. Only 
on terms of suppressing their selfish and egotistic {nclina- 
tions, says Lieut. De Tarde, will the capitalistic classes 
be saved from destruction. And he strons'y advises them 
to bow to the lightning changes wrought by the war, 
whereby the slow evolutionary processes of a century have 
been accomplished in three or four years. | 

Of the complete embodiment of all democratic ideals he 
has no doubt. He looks forward to the amplifications of 
the powers of labor aggregatidns and foresees a state of 
affairs in which only the worker will be safe and prosper.

was the same old stuff about the weather, except that the

with that fact last night at a great place in a 
French seaport, where an American unit has 

, been conducting a British base hospital for many months. 

The hospital is located in an ornate building called in 


elaborate equipment of a great beach resort where the 
business was taken seriously and expensively. It is sur- 
rounded by a park on one side and the ocean in the fore 
ground or the background, whichever approach you prefer. 
Out im the trees of the park the Red Cross has tucked 
away a crude wooden barracks, called the “ recreational 
hut.” 

It is only a few rods from the terrace leading into the 
hospital, but it is so hidden by the trees that its wooden 
ugliness doesn’t mar the beauty ‘of the grounds, pavilions, 
! and other scenic equipment established originally to charm 
the eye. When I walked into the grounds with Maj. Lee, 
‘the commanding officer of the hospital, I heard dance 
_music. Threre were no lights, but there was no doubt, 
from the swing of that music, that something not contem- 
‘plated by war was going on under the shade of the trees. 


| “It's a dance night,” said Maj. Lee. “We allow the 
nurses rbout a dance a month, always choosing a time in 
the dark of the moon, so that the danger of our German 
| ‘friend# attending is lessened.” 


Then we came to this ugly wooden building, showing out 
| dimly tn the neautiful scenery like a blemish on a fair face. 
The music was exuding from this building. A few cracks 
in faulty construction let a small thread of light emerge 
here and there. You didn't have to go in to realize that, 
‘in the languag» of the society column Back home, “a 
pleasant time was being had.” An enthusiastic reporter 
would have ‘lec!ared that the building throbbed. | 
Then we went in. The interior of the shack was deco- 
rated like the ballroom of a country club. In:one corner 
was fin orchestra recruited from the convalescent patients 
of the hospital. It was a first class, industrious orchestra 
of about six pleces, and out on the floor a crowd which 
filled the place was fox-trotting as enthusiastically as I 
ever saw it done anywhere. The men were all in officers’ 
uniforms and the women in nurses’ costumes, but since 
this is the normal garb over here it seemed to be just what 
they should be wearffig ina ballroom.

WAS Introduced to the matron, and we talked politely 
about the weather and of the fact that there was no 
moon. We spoke of the prospect of a quiet evening. It 


significance of a quiet evening is a little Weeper ih a coun- 
try where a clear night means a busy night at a hospital, 
Then the matron passed me on to a Boston girl, and we 
talked a few moments about the submarines in New York 
waters, and she let out a gurgling laugh at the report she 
had just read that the skyscrapers in New York had been 
darkened. Somehow, over here in that darkened French 
city, which has béen dark so long thaf its people have for 
gotten what a street lamp looks like, it seemed laughable 
to read that the New York skyscrapers had put out their 
lights. Then we gossiped lightly about Boston, and she 
made some merry remarks about Kansas, just as Boston 
folk do back home. 

Then, all at once-—-I don’t remember who started it—we 
were talking about our work, I think she was gullty of the 
beginning. She probably said, “You must find your work 
very interesting.” It’s the way we usually start off. 

And when you are talking to a cultured girl like this 
Boston nurse you realize she is making an understatement 
of the situation when she speaks of her work simply as 
being “interesting.” This girl had had nearly all of her 
clothes torn from her body by the explosion of a shell when 
the Germans were bombing her hospital a few months 
before, but she talked very little of it. She admitted that 
it was “an unusual experience.” 

I notice that the longer you are over here the less you 
are inclined to speak of the things that happen to you. 
You cease to regard your presence over here as being odd, 
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and you no longer explain the unusual motives which im- 
pelled you to come. It just seems the natural place to be 
helping in. I used to hear people at home explaining with 


fine satisfaction their patriotic and sacrificial] gifts to the 


Red Cross, the Y. M. C. A. the Liberty loan drives; it 


peace times the “ Municipal Casino.” It was a part of the. sounded all right, and I indulged in it without a qualni. 
But over here a man seldom explains to you, after the first 


week or so, that he was induced to come out of the highest 
motives of patriotism. 

No woman who is really doing great work—as most of 
them are—thinks it necessary to ejaculate concerning her 
sacrifices. The personal equation dwindles. Service over 
here is a fact so patent that when you hear a man telling 
what his contribution to the last drive was you always 
know he’s a newcomer. The only thing we talk about here 
is the work, and whether the other fellow is doing anything 
that would give you ideas for your own job.

HEREFORE it seemed perfectly natural to be sitting 


out this dance, listening to this girl talk about the 

latest method of doing something in a hospital. Out 
on the floor they were smiling and happy, as happy as they 
‘ever were at home. Conversation went on just as naturally 
as it would have gone on at home, only it was not on home 
topics. ‘ 

It was on the topic of the day over here. I could hear a 
girl on the other side of me saying, “O, I don’t know; I 
don’t see much difference; they are all perfectly wonder- 
ful,” and I knew that she was talking about the relative 
fortitude with which the British “ Tommy” and the Amer- 
ican “Sammy” bear their pains. Another girl was saying, 
“If there were just something we could do for their poor 
eyes,” and I knew from this fragment, which was all I 
caught, that she was talking about the gassed victims. In 
a little while they passed me on to a Canadian girl, and 
she told me a funny story, but it was about the reflective 
philosophy of a soldier in her ward who had lost an arm. 

I met them all—a charming lot of earnest men and 
brave women; it was their night of recreation, and they 
were enjoying it. They laughed as they talked; but they 
never got away from the war; how could they? It's 

only real industry there is over here. The funniest story 
of the evening was told to me by a red-headed Boston girl 
with a pug nose—the kind of a girl who, back in the States, 
was doubtless something of a problem to her folks. 

Here’s her story—I think she got it out of a funny 
paper: 

A new colored trooper said to his veteranized friend in 
the ranks: 

“Sam, what do this yere ‘goin’ over the top’ mean?® 

“It méans,” Said Sam, “jest the same thing as ‘ Good- 
morning, God.’” 

It was funny, the way she told it, although I had heard it 
before, and I was still chuckling when I alipped «through 
the door and stood alone in the park. Out on the beach 
the tide was moving just as it has been doing since God 
poured out the ocean and hung up those silent stars which 
I could see through the tree branches. The orchestra 
swung into an old waltz, and I walked away towartl the 
beach. An officer and a girl were sitting on a park bench; 
I heard her say, “ We've got to keep the dressings wrapped 
in paraffin,” and I knew she was explaining to him the 
“latest discovery that the mustard gas of the Germans is 
now so strong that unless all dressings used in fleld hos- 
pitals are protected against it they absorb enough of it 
to burn the patient as soon as the dressing is applied to his 
moist skin or open wound. s 

There was no place where I could get away from the war 
that night. I stood a while by the beach, and the waves 
tumbled in just as I knew they were doing on another 


shore so many miles away, but out In the moving waters — 


were lights that twinkled and then went out, only to flash 
a moment later somewhere else. They were the patrols

And were there 
a company that insured the lives of books—though prob- 
ably no author, even as beneficiary, would ever admit 
that any seeming demise among his brain children 
amounted to more than catalepsy—it is gratifying today 
to note the number of apparently good “ risks.” 

One is here tempted to enumerate at least a corporal’s 
guard of promising living candidates for the “literary 
themes” of unbullded classrooms, but is deterred by the 
reflection that al] such lists can but be dictated by preju- 
dice and compiled by self conceit, Setting aside his own 
books, no living author could very confidently go on record 
as to what Arks are just now discernible in the deluge 
of current fiction, because {n such matters any honest 
prophecy is a vain thing. Posterity amasses its literary 
heirlooms by no known standard, and when it comes to 
predicting which books will live and which ere passing 
into oblivion via tremendous popularity, no person and no 
class of persons {s competent to say what trait it is that, 
somehow, gives a book vitality. 

Publishers, upon their purely commercial plane, appear 
agreed that the miracle is performed, very much as vital 
ity was conferred on Adam, by word of mouth, When 
readers commend a novel to their acquaintances, so rumor 
runs in editorial fastnesses, the book’s future is assured.

has seen like stars start from their critical spheres. 
Even were the old slur always barbed with veracity, how- 
ever, its repetition need gall nobody. For the practicing 
reviewer of current reading matter has, of course, in the 
exercise of the trade no more concern with literary values 
than has the shoemaker or the magazine editor or the 
blacksmith in the pursuit of their several vocations. In- 
deed, a conscientious newspaper critic ought not to read 
much of anything. The books he is condemned to review 
are naturally. out of the question, were it but that his con- 
tribution toward his family’s support depends upon reten- 
tion of his mental health; whereas familiarity with what 
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any number of present day novelists whom the decade . 


ture will handicap him without fal) and ultimately will 
leasen the market value of his paragraphs by mitigating 
the infallibility of his tone, 

For no one who cared cordially for literature hag ever 
been a competent critic of literature. To the mental eye 
examples throng with the reputed contiguity of leaves in 
Vallambrosa. The men and women who made our endur- 
ing books have by ordinary been mistaken in appraising 
the relative importance of what they themselves had writ- 
ten, and almost every one of them has tended to estimate 
as a feather in his cap what posterity has found a thorn 
in the side. Put in weighing the value of one another's 
productions, distinguished authors have been wrong with- 
out fail. You must permit me a few pedantic citations 
of appalling instances. Voltaire considered Shakespeare 
a barbarian and said so without scruple or any great 
harm. Mme. de Sta#l complained of the “ commonness ” 
of Jane Austen's novels, of which the merits were equally 
imperceptible to Charlotte Bront& Wordsworth termed 
“Candide” “the dull product of a scoffer’s pen,” to the 
astonishment of many who would otherwise have .con- 
sidered the author of “Peter Bell” an authority on dull. 
ness. Coleridge discovered nothing very remarkable in 
Gray. Southey complained that the “Essays of Elia” 
were lacking in sound religious feeling and pronounced 
“The Ancient Mariner” the clumsiest attempt at German 
sublimity I ever saw.” Keats (at whom Byron sneered) 
found in the writers of the Augustan age of England only 
a school of dolts that mistook a rocking horse for Pegasus, 
and his especial indignation against their precentor, 
Boileau, is not unnatural, in view of the latter’s plagiarism 
of his “rien n'est beau que le vrai” from Keats’ most 
often quoted line, made with low cunning so many years 
before the birth of Keats. 

Then ‘Thackees hes eth 0 en. seen Mae tele & 
Dickens understood nothing about novel writing, and 
Dickens agreed with him as posterity on this particular 
point has done with neither. For the rest, Swinburne 
was at small pains to conceal his real opinion of Tenny- 
son, and Dr. Johnson considered whipping the proper re- 
ward of any. one who would read twice a poem of Milton's. 
One might cite other instances, but the mad tale would 
stretch to the crack of doom. Its unavoidable moral 
would seem to be that this word of mouth criticism by 
concededly incompetent people, through which books 
“sell,” is in comparison quite a competent eriticism. 

We come thus to the gist of the whole matter—that by 
pach of us whatever he reads or finds unreadable must 
be appraised independently. One may merely say—with 
reverent 
jurisdiction in remoter libraries—-whether or not one 
likes the book. After all, that is the only thing 
about the volume which matters. If a book gives pleac- 
ure, then In so far as the reader is concerned it is a praise- 


worthy book. Everybody must decide that matter for 


himself, and no critic can help in the decision, from Mr. 
Chesterton of the Illustrated London News to Job of Us, 
who first of all people betrayed the characteristics of a

From 200,000 to 260,000 tons of 
freight a year. are thus moved now in 
this territory by probably 1,000 trucks; 
about two-thirds of it by private trucks 
and one-third by motor express lines. — 
Abou. ovuwuv tons of “L. C. L.” 
(less than carload lots) freight a year 
are moved by rail in this territory, of 
which Gary, Joliet, Aurora, Elgin, and 
Waukegan are the outposts. Most of 
thig, the highways transport committee 
believes, could and should be moved

Theoretically, 90 to 100 cars a day— 


in this “lL. C. L.” freight service with- 
in the thirty-five mile Chicago radius. 
Actually the number is much greater, 
for the average of elapsed time from 
the “spotting ” of a car in this service 
unti] it is loaded and moved is three 


days. The number of cars actually em- 
ployed is 250 to 300 a day+—75,000 to 
90,000 cars a year—for “L. C. L.” 
freight within the thirty-five mile Chi- 
cago radius. Ninety thousand cars, at 
60,000 pounds to the car, makes an an- 
nual carrying capacity of 6,400,000,000 
pounds, or 2,700,000 tons. |

Substitution of motor truck trans- 
port for cars employed in “L. C. L.” 
freight service would not only add that 
much equipment to r center- 
ing in Chicago, but would, by so much, 


in relieve already congested belt lines and 


terminals. 

Some of the motor express lines oper- 
ating to the westward of Chicago are 
already handling milk and other farm 
commodities ‘to advantage. August 
Geweke,. president of ‘the Cook County 

ket Gardeners’ association, is work- 
ing on a plan for rural motor express 
routes that will serve truck farmers. 

The main problem before the high- 
way transport committee is to estab- 
lish return load bureaus to furnish 
return loads for trucks going out of 
Chicago. It is believed that trucks 
now employed only in hauling own- 
ers’ freight along the routes shown on 


With these bureaus it may be neces- 
sary to establish pickup service in the 
outlying towns to assemble the re- 
turn loads. One motor express liné 
already does this, assembling loads at 
a central point in Aurora, using light 
trucks for distribution delivery in Chi- 
cago, and moving the freight between 
terminals in five ton units.
